Lake Hamoun lies near the Iran-Afghanistan border. This closed basin
receives most of its water from Afghanistan’s Helmand River. In the
mid-1970s, when rivers in Afghanistan were flowing well, the lake
was full. But recent droughts have kept the lake nearly dry for the
past decade.
